Oeorfa Ninden, Director of the Ccaanmlst Bloc Operations 
Dept, had previously advised this office that subject was no Icncer 
beiiv ocnalderad for the above-aentioned position based on a pre- 
llainary negative check given by the B.C. On October 2 , 190I, 

Nr. Ninden, however, requerted that final clearance action be 
Initiated on sitbject whoa he considered the aost qualified appll* 
cant for the particular position involved of all whoa he has seen 
thuafar. He stated that he would continue to interview applicants 
referred to bla but that hi s fi rst choice based on available 
qualifications would be HOUIBNTCnr. 

It was learned that HOUDBRXCKY would not be available 
until soastiae in Januaiy, 1962, because of certain ooaaitasnts 
at Coluebla Bni/erslty. Nr. Ninden has already been infoiasd 
that a delay of approxlaately three aonths in obtaining a final 
deolalon in this aatter should be expected. 
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
